In the flelds and in the woods and
in the viueyards many found healthy
and happy oconpation, Others worked
ns onrpeniters, joiners, eabinet makors,
masons, blacksmiths, cartwrights, tans
ners, saddlors, potters—thers was, in
faot, hardly nuseful trade the communi-
ties did not peactics, Strange to say,
nothing is snid of printing. Proba
they feured to attract the notioe of their
fmperinl  persecutors, The Moravian
Anabaptists, very different from those
who all over the German empiro and
elsewhere commenced the movement,
followed the model hold tp in the
words, ''He shall not ory, nof® lift up,
or cause hie voiee to bo heard In the
stroets, '’ They spoke of themaselves as
“'the quiet in the land.**

In olothmaking and outlery they ob-
tnined such repute that at their final ex-
pulsion the nnthorities made speoinl ef-
forts to infuse some kind of energy into
“ithe Ohristinne, '’ who hitherto had
not been able to compete with the Ana-
baptist eloth workere. It wns evon pro-
posed to invite Dutoh cloth workers into
the country. But it was by ‘‘good
work' and the overcoming of adverso
conditions that the Anabaptist commua-
nities had attained their eminence. —
Contemporury Review.
